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Sheriff C. F.

There are two things that come to 
mind, or should come to mind, to the 
people Elba and Coffee County 
when the month of March rolls 
around each year. One is the floods 
of the past and recent years and the 
other is the cold blooded murder of 
Coffee County Sheriff C. F. “Neil” 
Grantham. 

In recent months, the citizens of 
Elba have seen a lot - or at least 
heard of a lot of government red 
tape being cut through to help the 
City of Elba and its residents - and 
county residents - in resolving flood 
related problems, and hopefully pre- 
venting future flooding. We salute 
these efforts and the persons over- 
seeing them. 

On the other hand, court proceed- 
ings in the matter of the cold blood- 
ed murder of Sheriff Grantham are 
still unresolved after twenty long 
years! Monday, March 1, marked 
the twentieth anniversary of that 
horrible event. The man - Billy Joe 
Magwood - convicted of murdering 
Sheriff Grantham is still sitting on 


death row in Atmore awaiting the 
resolve of yet another appeal before 
a United States District Court. 

In the early hours (shortly after 
7:00 a.m.) of Thursday, March 1, 
1979, three shots were fired into the 
body of Sheriff Neil Grantham. It 


was determined later in an autopsy 
that any one of the shots would have 
been fatal to the sheriff. Billy Joe 
Magwood was arrested and convict 
ed of the murder. 

The murder took placed in front of 
the county jail which was located 
just a block off the courthouse 
square in downtown Elba. Sheriff 
Grantham was arriving at work as he 
did every morning, checking in with 
personnel at the jail before going to 
his office in the courthouse. 

It is not Known, and probably will 
never be known, as to why 
Magwood shot Sheriff Grantham; 
however, it is Known that a list was 
found of several other prominent 
officials that Magwood allegedly 
planned to harm in some manner. 

In June of 1981, almost a year and 
a half after the murder, Magwood 
was tried and convicted of capital 
murder and sentenced to die in the 
state’s electric chair. There was little 
question as to who had shot Sheriff 
Grantham as there were witnesses to 
the shooting that fateful morning. A 
deputy sheriff, the late Thomas 
Weeks. exchanged gunfire with 
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Magwood as he was leaving the 
scene. He identified Magwood, who 
was taken into custody later in the 
morning on the day of the shooting 
by then Alabama State Trooper R. 
W. Whitworth, as the murderer. 
Whitworth has since retired from the 


Address changeover for county-wide 
E-911 now underway in Elba 


The residents of Coffee County, 
to include those in the city of Elba 
and the towns of Kinston and New 
Brockton, are presently undergoing 
changes of address to accommodate 
the new enhanced 911 (E-911) sys- 
tem. 

The purpose of this change is to 
better serve all residents with par- 
ticular emphasis on those residents 
encountering an emergency. With 
the new addressing system in place, 
the various emergency response 
agencies (sheriff, police, fire, emer- 
gency medical/rescue, and emer- 
gency management) can better 
identify and respond to a specific 
address. 

Residents are encouraged to 
assist these emergency response 
agencies by placing the new address 
on both sides of their mail boxes 
and on the part of the residence or 
Structure that faces the road. 

These “new numbers” should be 
at least three inches (or larger) in 
height and should be reflective to 
make them more visible at night. In 
the event the mailbox is some dis- 
tance from the driveway, the resi- 
dent should place a sign containing 
the new address on either side of the 
driveway and/or on the house or 
structure, This is particularly impor- 
tant if the mailbox is not on the 
same side of the road and close to 
the residence or structure. 

For example, if John Doe of 
Route 1 Box 222 in Elba is given 
the new address of 1234 County 


road 555 in Elba, AL 36323, he 
Should use the following return 
address on all future correspon- 
dence: John Doe, 1234 County 
Road 555, Elba, AL 36323 (Notice: 
the route and box number are no 
longer used in the new address). 

Additionally, “John Doe” would 
place the number 1234 on both 
sides of his mail box and on his 
house or on a sign near his drive- 
way. Again, it is important to under- 
stand that a resident wants to aid 
response personnel in positively 
identifying their residence or busi- 
ness. 

Addressing of homes and _ busi- 
nesses inside town and city limits is 
also very important. One should 
ensure that their home or business is 
clearly marked with their current 
street address and that the number 
can be easily seen from the street. 

As an aside, the new addressing 
system will greatly assist home 
deliveries by other businesses such 
as Airborne Express, FedEx, UPS, 
appliance stores, furniture stores, 
etc,

His only com- 
ment when asked his feelings on 
Monday concerning Neil's death 
was, “Its been a long time!” 

One would think - given the facts 


- that conviction for the murder of 


Sheriff Grantham would have been a 
classic example of an open and shut 
case; however, it was not. What it 
was, Or is, is an example of the long 
tedious process involved in the 
finalization of a murder conviction - 


or any conviction - in the state of 


Alabama! 

The following is a list of the 
events that have occurred in the 
legal process concerning 
Magwood’s conviction in the pre- 
meditated murder of Sheriff Neil 
Grantham. The events are in chrono- 
logical order and are as follows: 

March 1, 1979 - Sheriff Grantham 
murdered 

June 2, 1981 - Billy Joe Magwood 
found guilty of capital murder 

June 30, 1981 - Magwood sen- 
tenced to deatn by electrocution 

May 18, 1982 - Magwood’s con- 
viction and sentence affirmed by 
Alabama Criminal Court of Appeals 

January 7, 1983 - Petition of Writ 
of Certiorari affirmed by Alabama 
Supreme Court 

July 13, 1983 - Petition of Writ of 
Error Coram Nobis filed in Coffee 
County Circuit Court 
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March 20, 1984 - Petition denied 
and affirmed by Alabama Criminal 
Court of Appeals 

June 5, 1984 - Motion of Out-of- 
Time Appeal denied by Alabama 
Supreme Court. 

March 26, 1985 - Conviction 
upheld by Federal Court by condi- 
tionally granted writ as to the sen- 
tence imposed by holding sentenc- 
ing court committed error by not 
finding two mitigating circum- 
stances. The finding was appealed 
by both the State of Alabama and 
Magwood, 

June 4, 1986 Holding was 


affirmed by the U. S. Court of 


Appeals - 11th Circuit 

Sept. 17, 1986 - Resentencing 
hearing by Coffee County Circuit 
Court 

October 2, 1986 - Death sentence 
by electrocution imposed by Coffee 
County Circuit Court

December 30, 1988 - Holding 
affirmed by Alabama Supreme 
Court 

October 16, 1989 - Petition for 
Writ of Certiorari denied by U. S.

Rule 20 filed by Magwood

After following the above events, 
it is easy to understand why Sheriff 
Grantham’s family members, or 
families of any other victim, would 
want final closure to his tragic 
death. As one family member put it, 
“Each time there is a hearing, its like 
having a scab scratched off a wound 
that has begun to heal.” 

In speaking with Sheriff 
Grantham’s son, Kenneth, he, as 
well as other family members, want 
final closure to Neil Grantham’s 
murder so that they can celebrate 
and remember the “good times” of 
his father’s life. 

“T could, although it would not be 
right, live with Magwood having to 
serve life in prison without parole if 
it would bring final closure to this 
matter,” said Grantham. 

“If I could have just one wish 
granted me, it would be that my dad 
could spend just five minutes with 
his grandson and granddaughter and 
they with him,” said Kenneth. 

Sheriff's Grantham’s _ sister, 
Janette Carr said, “I could never 
have visualized the torment and tor-

Some of the things the many 
appeals have dealt with are: ineffec- 
tive council, failure of court officials 
to fully transcribe court proceed- 
ings, improper denial of change of 
venue, some people improperly 
excluded from jury duty, introduc- 
tion of inflammatory evidence by 
the prosecution, death penalty 
unconstitutional because it is dispro- 


ture of the future as my family 
would be forced to live the never 
ending ‘Appeals Nightmare.’ 

“On that fatal day twenty years 
ago, I truly believe our judicial sys- 
tem - the one Neil died for - pun- 
ished the guilty and protected the 
innocent. I was very naive for the 
system actually punishes the inno- 
cent and protects the guilty.” 

Mrs, Carr knows that she can not 
change Neil’s death but she does 
strive to help make the system a lit- 
tle fairer for victims. She has for the 
last five years gone before the State 
Senate and lobbied for the Direct 
Capital Appeals Bill and the Truth in 
Sentencing Bill 

“It has been very painful reliving 
this nightmare,” said Carr. “But, if 
the passage of these bills will help 
swing the pendulum of justice back 
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Coffee County Commissioner charged 
with DUI by Dothan police officer

It was reported in a last week's 
editon of The Dothan Eagle that 
Coffee Commissioner Robert Len 
Averett. was arrested on DUI 
(Driving Under the Influence) 
charges in Dothan on Tuesday, 
February 23, 1999. 

According to the article, Averett 
was stopped and arrested by a 
Dothan police officer in the 4300 
block of West MainStreet in 
Dothan. 

The docket at the Dothan City 
Jail showed that Averett was 
booked into the facility on a DUI 
charge at 2:43 p.m. Tuesday and 
was later released on bail at 8:40 
p.m. that same day, 

Police records show that Averett’s 
test results on the breathalyzer was 
OOO, 

Commissioner Averett’s account 
of Tuesday's events were that he 
was probably weaving as he was 
driving in the city limits of Dothan, 
but it was due to a problem he was 
having with his vision and not 
because he had had anything to 
drink. He said that he had not drank 
any alcohol in 15 or 20 years, 

Averett commented that he was 
taking several pain medications at 
the present time due to injuries sus- 
tained in a farm accident several 
years ago; however, he said none of 
the medications prevented him from 
driving. 

According to Averett, he was 
attempting to make a left turn and 
return to Flowers Hospital to be 
checked for the problem he was 
having with his vision when he was 
stopped by the patrolman. 

It is Ayerett’s contention that he 
passed the field tests (walking in a 
straight line, touching the tp of his 
nose, ete.,) administered by the 


CommissionerLen Averett 
policeman but was still placed 
under arrest and taken to the city jail 
at the insistance of another officer 
who arrived on the scene, He also 
said that he told the officers about 
the preblem he was having with his 
vision. 

Averett insisted that he was not 
drinking, and he did not understand 
why he was charged with DUI. 

This reporter, in checking with a 
law enforcement agency, was told 
that an individual has to be charged 
with DUI before any tests can be 
administered to him - breathalyzer 
or any other tests, It was further 
stated that DUI covers other driving 
impairments other than just alcohol, 

Commissioner Averett is confi- 
dent that he will be found innocent 
when he has his day in court on the 
matter. 

The commissioner is serving his 
first term on the Coffee County 
Commission. He holds the seat 
(District 6) formally held by his 
father, the late Sid Avrettt.

Elba Elementary School has been 
chosen as one of 64 schools in the 
State by the Alabama Reading 
Initiative as a Literacy 
Demonstration Site. 

“I got involved with this program 
because it is the first time I’ve seen 
the state come up with a plan to 
attack this core area of education,” 
said Elba City School 
Superintendent Charles Pearce. “I 
feel fortunate that our school was 
one of the sixty chosen to be a 
demonstration site for this pro- 
gram.” 

The Alabama Reading Initiative 
is a three year-old program spon- 
sored by the State Department of 
Education with a goal of 100 per- 
cent literacy for the state of 
Alabama. Based on test scores 
showing reading to be the greatest 
weakness for students across the 
State, a group of educators, business 
people and grassroots support 
groups began working to develop an 
extensive, research based training 
program to remedy the situation. 
The implementation of this program 
takes place in the form of Summer 
Academics. 

Schools selected as Literacy 
Demonstration Sites will receive 10 
days of extensive teacher training 
from a highly qualified summer 
academy faculty. The faculty will 
provide the principal and teachers of 
the Literacy Demonstration Sites 
effective reading instruction in the 
fine-tuning and adjusting of reading 
programs already in place in their 
schools. This training will target the 
reading performance of students on 
three fronts: 

* Beginning reading instruction 


will ensure that kindergarten and 
first-grade students learn to read 
quickly and effectively. It must pre- 
vent reading failure in future grades 
where intervention efforts are most 
costly. 

* Instruction explicitly expanding 
reading power will occur in grades 
2-12. Students must read frequent- 
ly, broadly, strategically, and 
thoughtfully. 

* Struggling readers will be pro- 
vided intensive, effective interyen- 
tion instruction in grades K-12. 
This instruction must be applied as 
early as possible, be provided by 
well trained specialists, and acceler- 
ate learning significantly. 

Elba Elementary was chosen by 
the State Department of Education 
to be a Literacy Demonstration Site 
as a result of an involved applica- 
tion process. 

Pearce said Lynn Irwin, assistant 
principal at Elba Elementary, has 
been the mother of this project for 
the school. He said*her dedication 
to the project was a leading factor 
behind the school’s application 
process. ent 

He said this in turn lead to an 
overwhelming state of excitement 
throughout the whole school for the 
teachers and administrators. 

A committee composed of one 
teacher from each grade level, an 
administrator, a guidance counselor, 
a teacher of learning disabilities an 
da librarian worked together at 
length to provide information criti- 
cal to the completion of the applica- 
tion. 

Elba Elementary was selected 
from a large pool of applicants form 
across the state. The selection was 


based on items such as past actions 
and accomplishments related to 
reading instruction, commitment to 
100 percent literacy, agreement of 
faculty to attend the Summer acade- 
my, knowledge of the research base 
for effective reading instruction, 
support from the principal and cen- 
tral office and an earnest desire to 
improve reading instruction. 

After submitting the application, 
Elba Elementary was visited by rep- 
resentatives from the State 
Department of Education. These 
visitors toured the school, met with 
teachers to discuss reading pro- 
grams already in place and observed 
instruction in several classrooms.

Being one of the 60 schools 
selected will give Elba Elementary 
an Opportunity to take part in the 
10-day Summer Academy to be held 
at Troy State University in July of 
1999. During the upcoming school 
year Elba Elementary will be 
involved in the promotion of 100 
percent literacy across the state of 
Alabama and will serve as a model 
of effective reading practices for 
visiting schools. 

Pearce said Elba Elementary had 
to show at least an 85 percent com- 
mitment from its faculty for the 10- 
day training to qualify for the pro- 
gram. 

“Its my delight that 100 percent 
of our staff agreed to go for the 10 
consecutive days of training,” he 
said. “We are very excited to be a 
part of this, and I hope it becomes a 
contagious program with more and 
more schools becoming involved 
every year until every school in the 
state reaches 100 percent literacy.”

The 
state has had an independent school association for many years, and the 
schools have been very successful in athletics, hosting district and state 
tournaments that were widely attended. On the other hand, over the past 
several years there have been more and more private schools across the 
State that have joined the high school athletic association and have been 
allowed to compete against the public schools. That would not be a prob- 
lem if the private schools had established school zones; however, the 
schools draw students from many areas, and in some cases from other 
States, and have in the smaller classifications become athletic powers. ‘I 
don't have a problem at all in a parent sending their children to a private 
school, especially if they believe their kids can receive a better education. 
Afterall, we do live in a free country and can choose where our kids attend 
school. The problem is that while schools such as Kinston and Zion Chapel 
have to draw from a school zone, other private schools with which they 
cumpete in athletics have no such school zones, and can “recruit” students 
to attend their schools. | am not saying that they recruit only athletes, 
Lecause they probably also recruit students based upon academic excel- 
ience. The problem is that they can recruit, and that makes for an uneven 
playing field in athletics. 

I have felt for many years that the simple solution to the ever-growing 
problem would be to establish a new “Class B” in the Alabama High 
School Athletic Association for all private schools. Let the bigger schools 
such as John Carroll, UMS-Wright, Briarwood, Trinity, Montgomery 
Academy, Catholic, Alabama Christian and St. Pauls compete in B1, and 
let the smaller schools like Bayside Academy, Houston Academy. and 
Westbrook Christian compete in B2. The schools could compete against 
public schools during the regular season just like they now do, but when the 
playoffs roll around they would compete in their own classification, also 
Just like the other school do now in 1A, 2A, 3A, 4A, 5A and 6A. This 
would allow the AHSAA to continue to police the schools as far as acade- 
mic standards are concerned, and also allow the state to set the rules for the 
schools in athletics. 

AHSAA director Dan Washburn was quoted last week as saying it 
would hurt the association to lose the 31 private schools that were now 
members. Under this plan the association would not lose any of its mem- 
bers, and might even steal some away from the independent school associ- 
ation. I urge the AHSAA officials to look at many plans that could solve the 
problem, and not just continue a policy that is not really fair to the majori- 
ty of its members! 

*** The various All-Star basketball teams from Elba will all be on the 
road this weekend to compete in District 6 tournaments, If you get a chance 
to watch’em play please cheer’em on and let the players and coaches know 
your supprt their efforts and dedication!

Dear Marvin: 


Again realizing the large number 
of readers you have, I would like to 
use your paper to make citizens 
aware of a couple of things we all 
need to be aware of and together we 
can remedy a potential problem, | 
am speaking of “house numbering.” 
With the start of E911 service, it is 
obvious the assigned numbers be 
clearly visible. The Elba City Code 
states: 

“The number used shall be not 
less than three inches in height and 
shall be made of durable and clear- 
ly visible material. The number 
shall be conspicuously placed 
immediateiy above, on or at the side 
of the proper door of each building 
so that the number can be seen 
plainly from the street at all times. 
Whenever any building is more 
than 50 feet from the street line or 
where obstructions limit a clear 
view of the building from the street, 
the number shall be near the walk, 
driveway or common entrance and

Flippo said. “Then I hired three at 
one time.” 

He said John “Ran” King retired 
after completing 19 years of mili- 
tary and postal mail service. King 
was the mail carrier on Rural Route 
(RR) 2 during his years of service. 

Flippo said residents living on RR 
2 will now receive their mail from 
Dawn Kelley who has been with the 
post office for nine years already as 
a substitute driver on RR 1. 

“As of Feb. 27, a new rural route, 
RR 6, became effective for the Elba 
area,” Flippo said. “This new route 
was created due to the growth of the 
past few years,” 

He said RR 2 and RR 4 had 
grown so much that it was taking 
carriers a great deal of time to get all 
the mail delivered, Therefore, the 
new route was created by taking 
some 150 addresses off of RRs 2 
and 4 and placing them on RR 6, 

Flippo said Jeanette Donaldson is 
the carrier for the newly formed RR 
6. Donaldson was formerly the sub- 
stitute driver on RR 2. He added 
that Julie Akinson also has come 
aboard as the new substitute on RR 
4, 

“It seems as if all our routes will 
have new faces within the next few 
weeks,” said Flippo. “With the new 
carriers coming in and other carriers 
changing routes, most everyone will 
be learning new areas. 

He said not only have they 
replaced carriers who have either 
retired or moved, but carriers with 
seniority have chosen to change 
routes as others have left. To go 


the post office, he said two more 
new carriers will come on board on 
March 14, 

“We've got a lot of new people 
delivering the mail, and many of our 
experienced carriers are learning 
new routes,” said Flippo. “We just 
ask the residents to be patient and 
give these carriers a few weeks to 
learn the routes, and I’m sure the 
timeliness of their delivery will 
improve,” 

If all the new faces at the post 
office were not enough change at 
one time, the post office and all the 
RR addresses in the area also are 
undergoing the E-911 address 
change 

Flippo said the address conver- 
sion should be complete by March 
of 2000, He said residents were 
notified to begin using the new E- 
911 address at the first of March this 
year and will have one year to make 
the necessary changes to ensure 
there is not a glitch in their mail 
delivery. 

“When March of 2000 arrives, 
there will be no such thing as rural 
routes and box numbers any 
longer,” Flippo said. “We only will 
use the E-911 address at that time.” 

He said only until March 2000 
will the mail be delivered by using 
either the old address or the new E- 
911 address 

He did stress, however, that peo- 
ple already having street addresses 
will not be affected by this change. 
It mostly concerns those people on 
the rural routes with box numbers 
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
